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(3, i.e.,) formed of a conductive region coated with a capacitor dielectric (4) disposed 
under said drain or source (6 or 7) region in the semiconductor bulk, wherein the coated 
conductive region comprises an extension above a portion of which is formed a contact 
opening towards the second electrode. 

3. Claims 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 7-28 are allowed.
